Dover, Del... Marech 2.—For the first 
time in. four years the state of Delaware 
today secured ful! representation in the 
United States senate. At a special ses- 
sion the state JegislAature elected State 
Senator J. Frank Allee, union republican, 
to the senatorship, which expires in 1907, 
and Congressman L. Heisler Ball, regular 
republican, to the term expiring in 1905. 
The selection was undoubtedly due to 
pressure from Washipgton brought to 
bear upon the regular republicans in the 
legislature, who have @H along been op 
posed to the election of J. Edward Ad- 
dicks, or any of his adherents to the 
United States senate. Congressman 
Dick. of Ohio, came to Dover today in 
the interest of republlean harmony. He 
established headquarters at the Hotel 
Richardson, where. prior to the joint ses- 
sion of the legislature, he raceived a dele- 
gation from each republican faction. 

Hie advised the acceptance by the res- 
ular republicans of the union republicans’ 
proposition agreed upon in Philadebphia 
Saturday, that a union republican he 
elected to the long term senatorship ani 
a regular republican for the short term, 
Addicks himself being eliminated. 

Democratic Proposition. 

Anticipating the likellhood of an agree- 
ment between the republican factions, 
Democratic State Chairman Saulsbury 
presented a proposition to the regular re- 
publicans, agreeing to use his influence 
for the election with the ald of the dem- 
ocrats of two regular republicans to the 
United States senate.

Long Fight of Adcicks. 

John Kdward Addicks began his 
struggle for a seat in the senate in 
when the term of Eli Saulsbury 
about to expire. Although unknown 
the politicians of Delaware he obtained 
some backing, but when the republican 
legislature met in January, 1889, the cau- 
cus nomination went to Anthony Higgins. 
In 1892 Mr. Addicks again entered the 
senatorial fleld, but the democrats Ccar- 
ried the state and George Gray was elect- 
ed to the senate. In 1894, when Mr. Hig- 
gin’s term was about to expire, Addicks 
made his third essay for the senatorship. 
A protracted deadlock ensued, lasting 
from January 14 until May ¥. Colonel 
Henry A. Dupont was formally elected 
by the house; but he actually lacked one 
, majority. Speaker Watson, 
democrat, of the senate and acting gov- 
ernor of the state, declared the joint 
convention. adjourned sine die without an 
election—a position in which he was sus- 
tained by the senate at Washington. 

From that time dates the split of the 
party into two factions, styled. ‘union’ 
and “regular’’ republicans. Each faction 
put a state ticket in the field in 1896, which 
the election to the democrats and 
sent Richard R. Kenney to the senate, 
Addicks returned to the charge in 1898, 
when there was another deadlock. 

Then came the great campaign of 1900. 
Addicks was nominated by his followers 
for both long and short terms, but the 
two seats remained unfilled. Last year 
the two republican factions united on a 
state ticket. which was elected. When 
the balloting began on January 20, of this, 
year, Addicks aguin turned up 4s a can- 
didate for both terms, the contest end- 
ing today.

Tillman and Metaurin Discuss 
Letter to Mr, Howell, 


Tillman Says Roosevelt Has Departed 
Entirely from McKinley’s Pol- 
icy Toward the South. 
McLaurin on the In- 
dianola Case.

Washington, March 2.—-(8pecial.)—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's latest statement of the 
administration's attitude toward  ap- 
pointments in the south, ag set forth in 
his letter to Hon. Clark Howell, was 
very generally discussed in official cir- 
cles today. Most southern senators and 
representatives, acting in line with the 
policy they have maintained throughout, 
decline to express an opinion of the pres- 
ident's letter. Some, however, have talk- 
ed freely about it. Senator McLaurin, of 
Mississippi, said: 


president's letter further than call atten- 
tion to his statement concerning his 
action in ‘the Indianola case. He says, 
| with regard to that case, that he has 
upheld the law. On the contrary, he has 
not pretended to enforce the jaw, and 
that is what he is being ctiticised for. 
The only thing he has done in the In- 
dianola case is to punish a lot of inno- 
cent and helpless people; when, if he had 
upheld the law, the guilty—if a crime 
was committed—could have been pun- 
ished.’’ 


Views of Tillman. 

Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, dis- 
cussed the president’s letter in a char- 
acteristically vigorous manner. He said: 

“There are some facts concerning the 
attitude of the present administration in 
this matter of southern appointments, as 
compared with the McKinley administra- 
tion, Which are not brought out by that 
letter. Mr. Roosevelt has departed -ab- 
solutely and entirely from the later pol- 
icy of the martyred McKinley. President 
McKinley, at the beginning of his first 
term, followed the customary rule of his 
republican predecéssgors in regard to 
southern patronage. 

This was largely controlled by the 
chairman of the aational committee and 
, the party workers who had rounded up 
| the delegates in the national convention 
were given the customary number of 
places, These places wera often given 
to colored men. But after the Spanish 
war had demonstmted that the southern 
people were as loyal and patriotic as 
any other citizens of the republic, and 
after President McKinley had visited the 
south and captuced the hearts of our 
people by his broad, liberal, generous ut- 
terances there wus a change in his policy. 
1 think that an examination. will show 
that during the balance of his term few. 
if any, colored men were appointed to 
office in the south.. As I recall it, Pres- 
ident McKinley went to Tuskegee and in 
his speech there at Booker Washington's 
school he advised the negroes to leave 
politics alone, to cultivate friendly re- 
lations between themselves and the white 
people and to look after their material 
interests as the only road to worthy citi- 
zenship. <All the good work which had 
| been done by McKinley toward the cul- 
tivation of a mutual, friendly sentiment 
land toward the eliraination of the pestif- 
'erous negro politician as a factor haa 
‘been m ndaind by the present executive 
Race feeling is today, therefore, running 
‘higher than at any time in the pdst ten 
years. The result ecah only be injurious 
to both races. but the negroes will ig- 
evitably suffer more.’’

CUBAN TREATY _ 
MADDENS THEM 


It Is Expected That the Pow- 
ers Will Shortly File 


Protest. 


Washington, March 2.—Although only 
One protest has so far been filed with the 
State department by European powers 
against the ratification of the Cuban 
treaty, it is learned that polite but point- 
ed inquiries have supplemented the note 
filed by the British ambassador from 
other parties interested, notably France 
and other. Furopean beet sugar produc- 
ing countries. 

In advance of the consummation of the 
treaty, of course, no open threat could 
be made, but events are shaping them- 
Selves so as to warrant the expectation 
by the officials here that Europe will 
retaliate against what it regards as the 
unjust discrimination against European 
goods that would be involved in the ap- 
Plication of the Cuban treaty.

Municipal Ownership Abroad. 

The municipal ownership gonvention 
which has just adjourned in New York 
will serve a useful purpose if it in- 
creases the growing tendency of 
American cities to think twice before 
they give away their valuable public 
utility franchises to the first plausible 
corporation that comes along. The 
discussions at this convention were 
very instructive and no one who fol- 
lowed the proceedings closely can 
doubt that the municipal ownership 
idea has come to stay. 

The municipal street railway is a 
decided innovation in the United 
States, but in the larger cities of Eng- 
land and .the continent there are a 
number of tramways owned and con- 
ducted by the municipality.

it, is the best sort of a testimonial to 
its efficiency.

‘WHY SENATOR MORGAN 
OPPOSES CANAL TREATy 
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Denies [hat He Is 4 Filibuster and Says That Hé - 
Will Vote for Treaty If Certain Amendments 
Are Adopted. 


Washington, March 2.—(Spe@ial.)—~ While 
Senator Morgan.ia quoted as having de- 
clared he.will not permit the ratification 
of the Panamia canal treaty at this ses- 
sion of congress, he desires it made 
clear that he will not vote against the 
treaty if certain amendments which he 
has proposed are adopted. It is in sup- 
port of these amendments that he is 
lmaking his present contest in execuU- 
tive session. 

Senator Morgan denies that he is play- 
ing the part of a filibusterer. His only 
motive, he declares, is to see that the 
treaty with Colombia is a proper one, 
safeguarding the interests of the United 
States and of the American ‘people. Just 
what it is that he is contending for 
has been made clear by the text of 
his proposed amendments which have 
just been made public by the authority 
of the senate. 

“There has been some misrepresentation 
of my position and it seems only fair 
to the great enterprise which is under 
consideration as well as to myself that 
my position should be .made clear,” 
gaid Senator Morgan in discussing the 
treaty today. I am not filibustering. I 
am only seeking to have the treaty per- 
fected so as to avoid complications in 
the future, and to insure that absolute 
control which is essential to the proper 
working out of this government’s plans, 
The amendments which I have offered 
are, in my judgment, vital to the inter- 
ests and rights of the American people 
and to the honor and security of the 
government. They are vital to the future 


peace of the United States.”’ 


Aimed at Concordat. 

Perhaps the most interesting of Sen- 
ator Morgan’s amendments is that aimed 
at the concordat between the pope and 
the government of Colombia. In order 
to make clear what he is aiming to 
safeguard Americans, who may g0 to 
Panama in the construction of the ca- 
nal, against, Senator Morgan has pub- 
lished the following provisions from that 
concordat: 

“Art. 34. A marriage contracted in con- 
formity with the rights of the Catholic 
religion annuls ipso jure A purely civil) 
marriage previousiy entered into with 
another person, 

“Art. 35. For purely civil effects the

Senator Morgan says that the stipula- 
tions of the concordat as to the educa- 
tion of children, iimit that department 
of human progress and of civilization to 
the exclusive care of the priesthood, in- 
icluding all books for religious and sec- 
Colombia has enacted 
‘laws to enfovce this concordat as to 
i'marriage and the legitimacy of children, 

“We can have no excuse,” he adds 
“for adopting or tolerating such laws in 
their application to our people who will 
go to Panama if the canal is located 
there."’ 


His Proposed Amendment. 

In order to provide that the laws made 
in conformity with this concordat shal] 
not apply to Americans, Senator Mor- 
gan has submitted the following amend- 
ment as a new article in the treaty: 


“lt is agreed by the high contracting 
powers that respect for the rights of the 
citizens of the United States, under their 
constitution, and for the present humane 
state of the Christian religion, in which 
the ordnances and prescriptions of the 
Spanish inquisition have no place or tol- 
erance, that the provisions of the con- 
cordat of 1888, between his holiness, Pope 
Leo XIII, and the government of Colom- 
bia, and the laws enacted by Colombia, 
or that shall be hereafter enacted in 
furtherance or execution of said con- 
cordat, shall not apply to any citizen of 
the United States in Colombia, or to any 
person who shall be in the service of the 
United States, or to any officer, agent or 
servant of the United States who is, in 
any way, engaged in the construction or 
Operation of a canal or the Panama rail- 
road under the provisions of this treaty.” 


Senator Morgan is also contending for 
the adoption: of the following article: 


“It is agreed between the high con- 
tracting powers that nothing that is con- 
tained in this treaty shall be held or con- 
strued in any manner to alter, amend, 
modify, repeal or change the proper legal 
construction of the act of congress ap- 
proved June 28, 1902, entitled ‘an act to 
provide: for the construction of a canal 
connecting the waters of the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans,’ under which act an 
agreement is authorized to be made with 
the new Panama Canal Company and 
treaties are authorized to be made with 
oe and with Nicaragua and Costa 

ca.’’ 


Senator Morgan has proposed in addi- 
tion to these new articles a number of 
changes in the text of the treaty as nego- 
tiated, the most important of these being 
designed to make American control on 
the canal zone more absolute. 


Rights in Perpetuity. 

In article 2, which gives the United 
States the canal rights for a term of one 
hundred years with privilege of renewal, 
Senator Morgan proposes to amend so 
that it shall read: 

“The United States shail have the ex- 
clusive right without further compensa- 
tion or indemnity to excavate, construct, 
maintain, operate, control, own and pro- 
tect the maritime canal” and so forth. 

In other words, there is to be no possi- 
bility of quibbling over a one-hundred- 
year privilege. 

Senator Morgan proposes to amend the 
third article by including the cities of 
Panama and Colon in the canal grant, 
with the stipulation that the sovereign- 
ty shall remain in Colombia, the United 
States guaranteeing neutrality except as 
to the acts of citizens of Colombia. 

In article 4 the treaty as it stands de- 
clares that the United States disavows 
any intention to increase its territory at 
the expense of Colombia “or of any of 
the sister republics in Central or South 
America, but, on the contrary, it desires 
to strengthen the power of the republics 
on this continent, and to promote, develop 
and maintain their prosperity and inde-

Fresh from his victory in securing At- 
lanta as the convention place of the next

In a letier which he has written to the 


mayors of Georgia, Mayor Howell strong- 
ly urges that an exhibit that will cost 
not less than $50,000 be made by Georgia 
at the Lovisiana Purchase exposition. He 
has asked the cooperation of thé mayors 
of Georgia for the project. 

Hlis letter to them follows: 

To His Honor the Mayor—My Dear Sir: 
1 desire to ask your assistance and co- 
eperation in securing from the legisia- 
ture of Georgia a de-rent 
for a prover exhibit for Georgia 
Loulsiana Purchase exposition to be held 
in the city of St. Louis, Mo., next year. 

It is better to have no exhibit than to 
have a atiall one that will not do jus- 
tice to our great state. 

There ie not a county in this state that 
can not make an exhibit that will chal- 
lenge the attzntion of visituwrs to that 
great exposition. That it will be tile 
arandest expesition ever held in the world 
I have no doubt. 

Goorgia ought to be on exhibition there 
with all its varied products placed by 
exiliful hand# so they will not only please 
our citizene of this state, but attract the 
attertion of every visitor and make them 
investigate further and find out that 
Georgia is the best astute in the union in 
Which to live and do well. 

The two expositions we held in Atlanta, 
one in 1861 and the other in 18%, did more 
to help Atlanta, the state of Georgia, and 
in fact the whole south, than anything 
that has been dune since 1865. 

The vnly objection that has been urged 
against the appropriation is that it is un- 
constitutiona!. We spend a million doilars 
tor education in this state annually. I do 
not belieVe a man gets aii the euucatiun 
he necds In schoois. Schoois are very 
necessary, but it a man has to depend 
aione on wnat he learns at schco! and 
coLege he will w0t be abie to cope with 
the world. 

the state has frequently made similar 
appropriations. The legisiature of Geor- 
Kia appropriated seventeen thousand hve 
hunured aoilars to our exposition in 1598, 
and a thousand dollars to tase the rein- 
nants of that exhibit to the Buffalo ex- 
position. Why can it not spend a pruper 
sum to give the worid an object lesson 
showing the lavish manner in which tne 
Creator has blessed our state with untold 
resources? 

The state should not spend less than 
fifty thousind dollars in making this ex- 
hibst—more if it can afford it. 

Let it come from every county in the 
state, by a state appropriation. 

1 believe that if this question .can be 
properly placed before the members of 
the legislature at the approaching session 
they will respond promptly. 

I respectfully ask you to confer with 
the members of thé legislature in your 
immediate vicinity, which I promise I wili 
do, and let vs all see if we can not make 
an exhibit at St. Louis next year that 
will be a credit to our state, and one 
which our people will be proud of.

WOMAN'S HAND — 
TOOK HIS LIFE 


So District Attorney Says, 
Referring to the Murder 
of Burdick. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 2.—Mrs. Burdick, 
wife of E. L. Burdick, who was mur- 
dered at his home here last Thursday 
night, and Mrs. Hull, her mother, were 
examined at considerable length early to- 
day at a police station, where they were 
taken upon their return from Canastota, 
where they had attended the funeral of 
the murdered man. 

Mrs. Hull was at first questioned by Dis- 
trict Attorney Coatesworth and Assistant 
Superintendent of Detectives Cusack. She 
said she knew nothing of what had hap- 
pened until she was called by the domes- 
tic in the morning. She heard no sounds 
in the night, heard nothing of any voice 
whatever and woke in the morning ig- 
norant of any tragedy in the house. She 
denied positively that her relations with 
Mr. Burdick were unfriendly, and de- 
clared she believed no one in the house- 
hold had anything to do with the crime 
or knew of it until morning. 

Mrs. Burdick was next questioned at 
length as to what she could offer to throw 
light on the posstble identity of the mur- 
derer, after which both women went back 
to the Ashland avenue home. 

The district attorney said after they 
had gone: 

“We examined Mrs. Hull and Mrs, Bur- 
dick for the purpose of completing the 
examination of all those present in the 
house on the night the murder Occurred 
and to ascertain from Mrs. Burdick, if 
possible. who, in her judgment, might 
have been actuated to commit such a 
crime.”’ 

Mr. Cusack said he was still of the 
opinion that the murderer is a woman.

‘J udge Newman Refuses Receiver for 
Tallapoosa Iron Furnace—Mas- 
ter Is Appointed.

plication of Harold L. Cheney, of Phila 
for the appointment of a Tre- 
«eiver to sell the plant of the Tallapoosa 
iron furnace, of Tallapoosa. The pet- 
tion was filed in December and came up 
for a hearing yesterday. 

The bill was brought against Stephen 
M. Noble, of Tallapoosa, who is now 
operating the furnace. Cheney claims to 
be a joint owner in the plant, but states 
that he has nothing to do with its oper- 
ation. He alleges that Noble is indebted 
to him in the sum of $7,000. Nobie, on the 
other hand, claims that Cheney is inbedt- 
ed to him to the amount of $14,000, Cheney 
sought to have the plans sold and the 
proceeds divided 4mong the two owners 
according to the amount due each. 

Judge Newman referred the question of 
alleged indebtedness to BR. H. Hil, as 
master, who will investigate the claims 
of the two parties and report to the 
court. The operation of the furnace was 
in the hands of Noble, on condition that 
he should give a bond for $20,000, which 
he did. Attorneys Hoke Smith and H. C 
Peeples represent the plaintiff and Attor- 
neys Arnold & Arnold, of Atlanta, and 
J. M. McBride, of Tallapoosa, represent 
Noble.
